When a houteau avenue car came 
along I rushed out and told the driver to stop. 
He did so and the conductor lifted the wire 
over the car with his broom. As it passed over 
the metal roof it let out a string of 
fire and dropped behind lower than before. 
One of those little bobtall cars was following 
about twenty yards in the rear, and I thought 
the driver would see the wire, so Idid not call 
bim. His horses ran gene itand it slid up 
their legs until it struck their breasts, It was 
the strangest sight I ever saw. Both horses 
stopped instantly and their own momentum 
threw them forward, the oar running on them. 
The wire was etretched across their necks 
and as they dropped to the street dead a cloud 
of smoke came up from them.

DEATH FROM ELECTRIC SHOCK. 

Now and then a wire sagging beneath a 
heavy weight of icegwould touch another 
wire. The blue sparks would fly for a mo- 
ment, and a shivering blue flame succeed un- 
til the fusing of the wires caused them to 
part and fall crackling to the walk. Seldom 
was any living thing beneath the falling wires 
when the pyrotechnic warning of a fall was 
given, butsometimes the wires fell without 
such warnings, the insulation being soaked 
and the ice coating too heavy for its{supports. 
And sometimes there were horses or men be- 
neath. 

The numerous accidents by wire have so 
alarmed the public mind that hardly one man 
in a thousand will go within half a block of a 


terday afternoon, but upon reaching the out- 
skirts of the business district the poles be- 
came so hot that 

THEY HAD TO STOP. 

In other words it was unsafe to venture up 
the poles insuch weather. To-day Mr. Mat- 
lack sald the men were all out on ‘‘troubie,’’ 
which, he explained, was a technical term 
covering broken wires, crossed wires and all 
the other difficulties — gf race eS 
Mr. Panteleon! of the Missour! Electric Light 
& Power Co. came in and reported to Super- 
visor Matiack that the Missouri system was in 
very good shape this morningand nota wire 
was out of 122 but that the Missouri in- 
spectors had reported much ‘‘trouble’’ on the 
Police and Fire Alarm system.

Seventeen Votes in the House of 
Delegates Offered Against 
the Union Market 


Arcade Bill. 


The Market Men Raised Money, 
but Did Not Pay It Over. 


One Member of the House, However, Re- 
ceived Money, but, Being Scared Into the 
Belief That He Would Go to the Peni- 
tentiary, Brought It Back—Meier Meyer 
Gives an Amusing Explanation of Why 
the Subscriptions Were Started—The 
Market Men Intended, He Says, to Im- 
prove the Market Themselves—How an 
Official and a Delegate Entered Compet - 
ing Bids for Boodle. 


BOODLE was raised to 

influence the Municipal 

Assembly on the Union 

Market Arcade bill also. 

The market men, it will 

be remembered, Were as 

much opposed to the bill 

as the merchants were in 

favorofit. The vegeta- 

bie dealears especially. 

whose stands sre on the 

outside, considered that 

the fancy structure pPoposed would be the 

ruination of their business. They determined 

to prevent the passage of the.billof possible. 

Their frame of mind was particularly favora- 

bletothe wiles of the boodler, andit was 

not long after they had de- 

clared their undying opposition to 

the measure before the Assembly that 

they were approached by an officer of the 

Assembly, who is not a member of either 

house, and Informed in a quiet way that $6,000 

would knock the arcade bill higher than Gil- 

deroy's kite. Six thousand dollars was a dig 

amount for the market men to raise, and they 

informed the person who approached them 

that they thought the task would be attended 
with considerable difticulty. 

The next week they were approached by a 
member of the House, who claimed to repre- 
sentacombine of seventeen votes, and who 
assured them that $4,000 would be sufficient to 
beat the bill. This proposition came more 
within the limit of the stall-keepers’ means, 
and it carried additional weight with 
them from the fact that it was made 
by a man who ought to know 
whereof he spoke. They decided to raise the 
money and set aboutto golicit subscriptions. 
They did not meet with the most flattering 
success but finally got together the boodle. 

Several of the men who were asked for sub- 
scriptions to the fund refused to contribute on 
the ground that those who engaged in any 


such undertaking were liable to find them- 
selves before the Grand Jury in time to give 
an account of their conduct. 

The men who were prominent in the matter, 
however, seemed to have no such apprehen- 
sion untilsome of the Broadway merchants 
heard of what was being done and threatened 
an expose. 

Then the market men who had gone into the 
affair began to become alarmed that they 
might experience trouble if they were to 
carry out the agreement which had been en- 
tered into with the leader of the combine, 
and they held a meeting to discuss the mat- 
ter. The result was that a decision was 
— that the money had better not be 
used. 

The market men hated to give up the money 
in the first place, and when they saw that its 
payment was likely to cause them to be 
brought up in court they decided that it 
would be best not to part with it. Their 
fear of consequences, however, was 
not the only reason which induced them to 
arrive at such a conclusion. They had 
another. It was this: A sufficient number of 
the members of the House had piedged them- 
selves to vote against the bill, and the market 
men did not believe they would go back on 
their word even if they did not receive the 
money expected. 

They soon learned the fallacy of such an 
opinion, and though they have been 
condemning euer since the perfidity 
of some of the legisiators, they 
are congratulating themselues that they dia 
not part with any of their ‘‘stuff,’’ Deing in- 
clinedto think that had they done so, they 
would now have to mourn the loss of their 
money as well as the defeat of their bill. 

All the money they gave out, as far as can 
be learned was . back to them. This was 
given to a member of the House of Delegates, 
who after accepting it was so frightened by 
friends that he returned the money to those 
from whom he received it. 

SUBSCRIPTIONS WERE STARTED. 

The marketmen now that the bill has passed 
are loath to say ö about how they at- 
tempted to defeat it. ‘hey content them- 
selves damning certain members of the 
House who went back onthem. This morn- 
ing Mr. John Grundemeyer who was alleged 
to have been one ofthe principal movers to 
secure the defeat of the bill, mentioned toa 
Post-DISPATCH reporter the name ot one of 
the delegutes who he said bad 
promised him faithfully to sup- 
port the bill and afterwards went back 
on his pledge, and it isa singular fact that 
this very delegate is the man whom it was 
learned from another source, accepted money 
from the market men and afterwards re- 
turned it. It may be that he considered bis 
act of contrition wolud not be complete with- 
out voting for the bill as well as return- 
ing the money which he had received to sup- 
pose it; but the market men place a different 
construction upon bis course. On the ob- 
ject of the subscriptions, Mr. Grundemeyer 
und others are very non-communicative, but 
authentic information in regurd to the at- 
tempts to raise money was nevertheless se- 
cured. Subscriptions were solicited and the 
prime movers in the scheme persevered in 
their purpose until they accomplished it. 

A MARKET MAN’S STORY. 

A market man, who for reasons which wil 
be obvious, objected to the mention of bisa 
name, was seen by a POST-DISPATCH reporter 
to-day, and when asked about the fund to 
beat the arcade bill, said: That such a fund 
was raised Ihave the best of reasons for be- 
— ‘I was asked to contribute toit; not 
once, but three times. I refused, and told 
those who were getting it up that they were 
most liable to get themselves before the 
Grand-jury, and Idid not want to be with 
them. Even after that they did not let me 
alone, but sent me anoticeto attenda meet- 
ing which was held, for what purpose I don’t 
know.’ 

„Did you ever learn whether the amount 
asked by the leader of the combine bad been 
raised or not?“ 

Ido not know whether it was or not. You 
see, after refusing to contribute and staying 
away from the Meeting I was counted out, 
and was not told anything. I learned, bow- 
ever, that money had been given to a certain 
delegate, and that he afterwerds became 80 
fearful of exposure that he returned it.“ 

GRUNDEMEYER WON'T TALK. 

John Grundemeyer, who nas astand on the 
east side of Union Market and who is alleged 
to have been one of those who most interested 
themselves in having the bill defeated, was 
seen by « Post-DIsPATCH reporter this morn- 
ing. He was not inclined to tell much. When 
asked whether he had not been approached 
by a certain person who offered to knock out 
the bill for $6,000 he said: 

„No, not me; I know nothing about it. 

„Didn't a delegate who professea to bea 
leader of a coinbine come to you, Mr. Grunde- 
meyer, and say that the bill could be knocked 
out for $4,000? 

No, not me.““ 

„Wo, then?“ 

„don't know.’’ 

Do you mean to deny that such a proposi- 
tion was ever made!“ 

Not to me. 

**Did r never hear ot such an offer?“ 

„Well, I don't want to say nothing 
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600 for art Saye „ was the evasive reply, 
ae of t a said Mr. Grunde- 
meyer, continuing, and with an apparent de- 
sire to get away from that course of inquiry 
which was being pursued, ‘‘did not stand by 
us as they promised. Ono of them [giving the 
name] promised me positively a few days be- 
fore the bill came up that he would vote

„Well, never mind now. The bill’s passed 
and what's the use of talking. 

AN AMUSING EXP ATION. 

Next to Mr. Grundemeyer, the most prom- 
inent mover against the arcade bill was prob- 
8 Me ler Meyer, who has an interest with 
M. B. Curtis in the fish stands at Union Mar- 
ket. e was also seen to-day and like 
Grundemeyer, at first professed compre- 
hensive ignorance. He denied that the prop- 
osition from the delegate or from anybody 
to defeat the bill by boodle had been made to 
him or that be knew of It. 

Four thousand dollars, hesaid; ‘‘why 
you couldn’t raise that amount in the market, 
It would pe impossible. 

It is positively known that you tried, how- 
ever. said the reporter. 

Meyer looked slightly astonished at this as- 
sertion and said: Tes; we did go around

“What were you trying to raise money for 
if it was not to accept a proposition which had 
been made to you, or to make one yourself?“ 

„Why we had an idea of improving the 
market ourselves. 

Mr. Meyer evidently never considered for 
moment the incompatibility of his stateme 
that it would be almost an impossibility to 
raise $4,000 in the market for any purpose, 
with his assertion that he had undertaken to 
start a subscription for that which it had been 
generally acknowledged could not be done at 
all for less than twenty times that amount. 

GETTING THE APPROPRIATION. 

The Union Market arcade appropriation had 
avery hard struggle when it was first sug- 
gested, which lasted untilthe general appro- 
priation bill was passed. 

The Board of Public Improvements recom- 
mended an appropriation, and the Broadway 
merchants, who were behind the plan push- 
ing it strongly, wanted a good round sum. 
Various amendments were made to the 
particular section on the Union Mar- 
ket, ranging from $100,000 down to 
the amount finally appropriated which was 
$45,000 making a total for the market adding 
the $5,000 previously set aside for sidewalks, 
of $50,000 it was thought at the time that the 
amount would not be sufficient, but the 
Comptroller insisted that other matters of 
more importance, such as the Street Depart- 
ment, were us far benind as it was and needed 
the money worse than the market did. Fin- 
ally, after a good deal of fuss and trouble, the 
$45,000 went through and the board was au- 
thorized to go ahead and make plans. Here 
the Citizens’ Committee of Broadway mer- 
chants came forward and requested that they 
be allowed to’make plans at their own ex- 
pense anc according to their ideas, The 
permission was gladly granted and the plans 
were mide out and submitted some time ago. 
Since then according to Building Commis.- 
sioner Furlong it has been found that a build- 
ing put up according tothe plans submitted 
would be too light and flimsy and so the 
plans have gone back to the place they orig- 
inated and it is now estimated that $20,000 
more is needed for a sultabie building.

STEPHEN PETTUS’ SLAYER PASSES AWAY 
IN THE TOMBS PRISON. 


— 


A Sad sene in the Gloomy Cell—The Mur - 
deress’ Mother and Brothers at Her 
Death-Bed—Heart Failure the Cause of 
the Woman’s Death—The Sensational 
Killing of Pettus. 


NEw YORK, Jan. 7.—Mrs. Hanna B. South - 
worth, who shotand killed Stephen Pettus on 
Fulton street early on the morning of Novem- 
ber 22 last, died in her cell at the Tombs 
prison at 6:15 this morning. Her mother, Mrs. 
Ellen T. Martin, and her brothers, George E. 
E. and William B. Martin, were at her 
bedside when she expired. The Coroner 
has been notified of her death. 
Dr. Chetwood, who granted the death certifi- 
cate, places the time of death at 2:30 o’clock, 
and gives as the cause of death primarily : 
heart failure and general debility. The death 
of Mrs. Southworth is Gesoribed as having 


been peaceful. The grief of the dead woman’s 
mother was painful to witness. The body of 
Mrs. Southworth wasted almost to a frame. As 
soon as Coronor Schultz reached his office he 
issued an order permitting the removal of the 
body to Brooklyn, where it will remain at the 
residence of her brother until Thursday. 
Then it will be removed to Greenwood Ceme- 
tery and placed ina receiving vault tempo- 
rarily. As soon as Mrs. Martin is prepared to 
return to her Southern home, she will arrange 
for the removal of the body to Louisville for 
final interment in the family lot there. 


The Tragedy. 


At 9 o’clock on the morning of November 22 
New York was shocked by one of the most 
sensational tragedies which ever occurred in 
that city. Stephen L. Pettus was sbot down 
on Fulton street by Hannah B. Southworth of 


Brooklyn, the murderess delfberately shoot- 
ing five buliets into his body in less than one 
minute, and then passively standing over the 
bloody corpse of ber betrayer until Officer 
Goodwin took her in charge. 

Pettus had. just stepped 844 — boat at 
the foot of Fulton street and walked briskly 
along until he arrived in front of Bennett’s 
tea store, at No. 10 Fulton street. There he 
* an instant and pulled out his watch. 
A beavily veiled and richly dressed woman 
who had followed him from the ferryboat 
then stepped up behind him and pulling a 
small revolver from under her plush 
cloak fired a bullet into his back. 
Pettus reeled and the woman fired again 
putting another bullet Into his back. Pettus 
then turned toward her and raised his hand as 
though to ward offa blow, Another shot rang 
outand theman’s wrist was smashed. His 
arm fell limp at his side. He staggered 
toward a door. The woman fired again. This 
time bis face was covered with blood. Every 
shot had struck him. He grasped the handle 
of the door of Bennett’s tea store, No. 10. 
Again the woman raised the revolver and 
fired. This time the man was struck 
inthe stomach. The door gave way and the 
wan fell. He was dead. 

With the smoking revolver still in her hand 
the woman stood contemplating the bloody 
corpse, unmindful of the crowd which had 
gathered around thespot.

Failure of the Grocer Company Not Ke- 
garded as Hopeless. 


Julius Wolf of New York, a sardine-packer 
and dealer in olives, who lost and recovered 
at the Southern Hotelafew days ago a valise 
containing $100,000 in securities, is the prin- 
cipal single creditor of the Lee-Deming Grocer 
Co., which yesterday confessed juda- 
ment on his claim. Frank L. 
Deming says the grocer company is 
not hopelessly involved. It owes $150,000 to 


creditors in New York,Chicago, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and San Francisco; $20,000 to the 
Merchants’ Bank of St. Louis, $2,500 to John 
Monroe & Son of New York, $1,500 to W. H. 
Cole & Co., London, and §2,500 in small St. 
Louis accounts. The company was formed in 
August, 1888, and has been doing a good bust 
ness. The stock on hand is worth $118,000 and 
the book accounts $148,000, which gives an 
excess of assets over liabilities of $22,000. 

r. G. M. Stewart, attorney for Lee & 
Deming, said this morning that he wished to 
make a correction in the report published this 
morning. He said that the confessed judg- 
ment Wolff & Ressing was 
$68,090, in reality there was 
much more. When Lee 4 Deming started 
in business they had no capital of their own 
and borrowed $50,000 of Wolff & Ressing on 
their individual notes, also giviug these gen- 
tlemen $50,000 worth of stock in the corpora- 
tion which they agreed to form. This was 
done, but Lee & Deming found it necessary 
to borrow more money to the amount 
of $68,000 from Wolff & Ressing, thus 
bringing the amount of their indebtedness to 
this firm up to 1118, 000. & Deming were 
confident that they were doing a good busi- 
ness and wrote te Mr. Wolff, advising the 
1 in of more money.

NEW SUBSTITUTE PLAN. 


A Resolution to Have Extra Teachers ia 
the Schools to Be Acted On To-Night, 


The Teacher Committee and Joint Commit- 
tee of the Teachers and Course of Study Com- 
mittees will hold meetings this evening. At 
the meeting of the Joint Committees quite an 
important question will be considered. It is 
that of making a radical change in 
the plan for providing the 


with substitutes. The change was suggested 
by Mr. O'Connell in a resolution offered in the 
board a couple of months ago. The resolution 
was referred to the Joint Committee and will 
be acted on this evening. The purport of the 
resolution is this: Hereafter instead of pro- 
viding the schools with substitutes 
direct from the office they will 
be stationed regularly in the schools, and 
those young ladies who are in the last six 
months of their normal course will be selected 
for this duty. This practical training is to 
take the place of their last halt year of nor- 
mal instruction. The principal argument in 
fuvor of the change is that it would save 
the board considerable money, as sub- 
stitutes are now paid 2 a day, and under the 
new system there would be no expense but 
their car fare. Some of the principals favor 
the plan and some are opposed toit. The 
Normal School teachers object to it on the 
grounds that it would interfere greatly with 
their course. Mr. O’Uonnell’s proposition is 
simply the old pian of furnishing extra 
teachers to the schools. The plan proved un- 
satisfactory before, because substitutes 
thus assigned were 

in nearly all of

HE MAY SELL OYSTERS. 


A Decision by Judge Dillon Releases a Man 
From His Contract Notes. 


Contracts with employes by incorporated 
companies, forms the subject of a ruling 
made by Judge Dillon this morn- 
ing in the case of the Bowman Dairy 
Co. against John T. Mooney, wherein the 


the dairy company tried to enjoin Mooney 
selling oysters, claiming to have a contract 
with him whereby heagreed not to sell oysters 
fortwo years. Judge Dillon says: 

‘*Plaintiff was incorporated to buy and sell 
Gairy products, especially milk 
butter, chee and ice cream, and 
to purchase and hold and mortgage 
selland dispose of such real estate and per- 
sonal property as its purposes should require. 
In September last it bought out a firm engaged 
in buying and selling oysters in this city, in 
whose empl defendant had been. At the 
same time. plaintiff entered intoa contract 
with defendant by which it agreed to employ 
bim to drive an oyster wagon at a salary of 
$18 a week, and on the other hand defendant 
agreed not to sell oysters for himself or any 
other person while in the employ of plaintiff, 
nor within two years after leaving its 
service. The petition alleges that defen- 
dant remained only afew days in the employ 
of plaintiff? when he quit its service and 
started in business for himself, selling oysters 
in violation of his contract. On the 
filing of the petition a tempo- 
rary injunction was granted. Defendant 
now moves to have this injunction 
dissolved for the reason that under its charter 
the plalatiff had no right or authority to en- 
gaze in the business of buying and selling 
oysters, nor as an incident to such business 
to enter Into said contract with defendant. 
It seems plain that plaintiff! was not 
empowered b its charter to engage 
in the oyster business. It was chartered 
expressly for the purpose of buying and sell- 
ing dairy products, especially milk, butter, 
cheese and ice cream. Oysters are not a 
product of the dairy. It is contended 
with much ability that defendant is not 
in a position to question the right 
of plalutiff to engage in this business or to 
make the said contract. Incase of executed 
contracts where the party has received the 
consideration or benefit, it is true he will not 
be heard to say that the corporation 
in contracting with him exceeded 
its charter powers. But in the 
case of an executory contract such as this, 
the rule fs not the same, especially is this so 
where the corporation is ina court of equity 
seeking to have such a contract specifi- 
cally enforced. It would seem even 
in the absence of authority in- 
congruous for a court of equity 
to actively assista corporation in carrying 
into effect a contract. which it was not author- 
ized to make. The authorities, in my opin- 
ion, sustain this view. The motion to dis- 
solve the temporary Injunction will be gus- 
tained.’’

THE INFLUENZA, 


Its Progress in St. Louis—No Alarm Felt by 
the Officers of the Health Department. 


The influenza has reached St. Louls, but as 
yet has made very little progress and has 
prosirated but few. A great many 
cases have been reported which, upon 


more careful investigation, are found 
to be very ordinary, common-place colds, 
sometimes accompanied by fever. The actual 
cases so far discovered are inthe main iso- 
lated cases, hastened somewhat by the pre- 
vious bad physical condition of the patient. 
who, from a siight case of malaria or a severe 
cold, naturally goes to influenza. None of the 
cases have given any serious trouble and

The Montgomery Standard in the fol- 
lowing rémarks about the Posr-Disraron 
falls into the very common error of dis- 
tinguishing independent papers from 
party organs by calling the former 
„free lances:“ 

The St. Louis Posr- DisrATORH is a free lance 
kind of a paper with Republican proclivities, 
that gives its readers some kind of a sensation 
nearly every day. Published in the evening 
it gives much of the news of the day twelve 
hours before its morning contemporaries. Its 
Sunday morning edition is full of news. 


Doubtless the Standard meant only to 
describe the Posr-Dis raren as free to 
attack and expose the blunders and the 
bosses of both parties, and to show up 
with unsparing impartiality the failures 
and corruptions of either side. That is 
the kind of paper the Post- DisPpaTcH aims 
to be and is. But the term “free lance” 
is not descriptive of a paper of that kind. 

As for the political proclivities of the

PROTECTION FOR GAS CONSUMERS. 


In an editorial on the gas situation in 
St. Louis the New York Times says: 

If in any city competition inthe gas bust 
ness has been suppressed, and if those who 
have suppressed it have loaded the business 
with stock and bonds representing three 
times as much capital as is required and bas 
been invested, and if they are compelling the 
people to pay interest and dividends on all 
these securities, the prediction may safely be 
made that the people will find relief in some 
way, and if no other method shall seem 
feasible they will take the business into their 
own hands, with ail the risks that may attend 
such action. 


The power to do this as a last resort, is 
not the only shield with which St. 
Louis confronts the concern that 
now controls both her gas supply 
and her electric light supply. If 
the city cannot regulate the price of gas 
within reasonable limits, so as to protect 
conaumers from over-charges based upon 
over-capitalization, the State Legislature 
has that power and can not be 
divested of it by the act of any former 
Legislature. The Municipal Assembly 
and the State Legislature together can, if 
so disposed, afford ample protection, and 
the knowledge of this fact and of the 
ability of the city, to procure a competing 
plant, whenever extortion may render 
such a costly and risky remedy necessary, 
will not be without effect upon the con- 
duct of the Laclede Company. It hasa 
good thing, but is probably aware of the 
fact that the only way to keep it is by 
rendering good service for a reasonable 
remuneration.

NEGRO MIGRATION. 


Three bills introduced by Southern Sen- 
ators, all looking to a solution of the 
Southern race problem by aiding and en- 
couraging negro emigration, are just now 
attracting the attention of the press. 
Senator GIBSON’S bill, which propeses the 
acquisition of territory in some warm 
climate to which the negroes can be aided 
to emigrate as voluntary colonists; Sena- 
tor MORGAN’sS, which proposes their col- 
onization in the Congo country, and Sen- 
ator BUTLER’S, which looks to their more 
general distribution in our new States 
and Territories, by means of liberal ap- 
propriations to aid their migration, are 
allsummarily pronounced impracticable 
by the Northern papers. 

Eager as the present Congress way be 
to wipe out the surplus, it is not at all 
likely to vote enough money to induce 
any considerable number of negroes to 
migrate to Africa or to any other wild 
country beyond the present limits of the 
United States. The pressofthe North and 
Northwest seems to be a unit in opposition 
to BUTLER’s proposed appropriation of 
$5,000,000 to start a migration of Southern 
negroes to those sections, and the proba- 
bility is that the only practical result of 
the introduction of these bills will be to 
signify the willingness of the Gulf States

to part with all the negroes willing to 


leave, and the decided opposition of the 
North to anything that will give it a 
larger share of the negro population. 
Ex-Senator Brucs of Mississippi, speak 
ing for his race, says very truly that there 
isalarge surplus of colored labor in the 
South, that low wages and great poverty 
are the natural consequences of this con- 
gestion, and that a considerable migra- 


balance of power and gives those inten 


to the Republicans. A more even dis- 
tribution of that population would cer- 
tainly increase its power as a political 
factor, and eliminate the race line, the 
dread of negro ascendency, from local 
politics in all the States. It would im- 


pose upon the rich and enlightened North. 


a fairer share ofthe burden and respon- 
sibility of solving the real race problem, 
the social and industrial elevation of the 
negro. 

But instead of assuming alarger share 
of this burden the North prefers to look 
on and boss the job, while the South car- 
ries the whole of it. Many hands make 
light work, but the Northern States find 
it much easier po find fault with and 
menace the South for her failures and 
her slowness in doing this gigantic work 
than to take part of it home to themselves 
and doit sooner and better. As neither 
difference of climate nor cost of migra- 
tion can accoynt for the failure of the 
negroes to emigrate from the old border 
slave States to the old border free States, 
what right have the latter to claim that 
they treat negroes better than their neigh- 
bors do? Does not every living man know 
that hundreds of thousands of negroes 
would have migrated from Kentucky and 
Virginia to adjoining Northern States in 
the last twenty-five years if any induce- 
ment of better treatment or better chance 
of living had been held out to them?

The former city 
in stronger in the South and Southwest, while 
Chicago has an advantage in the North, A 
great deal of work will be done among the 
Kansas Congressmen, as they show an inclin- 
ation to actasa body, and to abide by the 
decision of the vote of the majority. 
St. Louis has made important gains. 
GAINS IN THE NORTHWEST. 

A month ago it was believed that the entire 
State would favor Chicago, but now it looks 
as if St. Louis might obtain a majority ot the 
votes. The influence of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy has been, itis alleged by those 
in charge of the Chicago campaign, 
thrown in favor of St. uls, as that 
line and its branches are making great efforts 
to increase St. Louis business. In New En- 
gens. Chicago is strong, Rhode Island and 

assachusetts are a unit for it, whilethe ma- 
jority of the Connecticut delegation will vote 
in the same way. The three North- 
ern States are for New York, 
but it is belleved that several 
votes can be gained for St. Louis. The New 
York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania votes will 
be solid for New York, and it is deemed use- 
less to waste any time in endeavoring to in- 
fluence them in favor of this city. The strong- 
est supporters of Washington are in Dele- 
ware, Maryland and South Carolina, Mg 
is very much divided. The New York influ- 
ence Ils strong in Richmond and the other man- 
ufacturing cities, along the Potomac Wash- 
ington is favored, while in the interior of the 
State there isa general feeling for St. Louis. 

THE DEBATABLE GROUND.

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ELECTORAL REFORM. 


GOV. DAVID B.'HILL’S ANNUAL MESSAGE 
DEVOTED TO THAT SUBJECT. 


Intimidation and Corruption the Two Evils 
of the System in New York—Nemedial 
Legislation—The Advantages and De- 
fects of the Australian System—The Gov- 
erpor’s Recommendatioas—Official Bal- 


lots. 


ALBANY, N. T., Jan. 7.—Gov, Hill, in his 
annual message to the Legislature, urges the 
desirability of some changes in the laws re- 
lating to elections. He reviews the present 


election laws, and says: 

„et, in spite of these excellent provisions, 
Your laws do not reach two great evils which 
attend our elections, intimidation and cor- 
ruption. These flourish unchecked; bringing 
shame upon our State, rendering election a 
mockery and threatening even the 
integrit and existence of our political 
institutions. It is indeed u sad 
allegation which is made, and not denied, 
that in some parts of our State, at the recent 
Presidential election, corruption was so un- 
restrained that the scenes at the polis re- 
sembied an auction more than an eiection, 
and that lu other places intimidation was s0 
prevaient and undisguised, particularly at 
some of our manufacturing centers, that em- 
ployes were virtually driven to the polis and 
were actually instructed by their employers 

to what tickets they should 
No public service can ba 
patriotic that that which seeks 
guard suffrage from such abuses. 
It is concedea by good citizens everywhere, I 
think, that all legislation intended to improve 
our election laws should have for its main 
purpose the correction of the two eviis—cor- 
ruption and intimidation. All other objects 
sought to be attained are of subordinate im- 
ortance and should not be permitted to 
elay or prevent the accomplishment of this 
great reform. To the methods which are 
suggested the Legisiature will do wellto give 
careful consideration, adopting that, which 
free from constitutional and other proper 
objections, offers the simplest and most prac- 
ticable remedy for the existing evils. 
REMEDIAL LEGISLATION, 

„Many well meaning citizens and political 
associations, impressed by the necessity for 
some remedial legislation are just now urging 
the adoption of what is known as the Austra- 
lian system of voting, and apparently believe 
that it wiil furnish a panacea forall the per - 
nicious practices* which now surround our 
elections. if this belief is well founded there 
ought to be no prejudice against ee bm 
system merely because it Das ecn 
successfully tried foriegn countries. 
It does not follow, however, 
that because the Australian system 
seems to be well adapted to the governments 
of Austrailia and England and is superior to 
the systems which previously existed there, 
it can be appropriately applied to our institu- 
tions without its material modification. Those 
governments are founded upon the theory 
that the state should undertake to perform 
every servivethat it can perform, while the 
true theory of our institutions is that the 
state should do nothing that can better or as 
well be done by the free and untram- 
meled action of the ifidividual  oit- 
zen. To vest the greatest con- 
trol and power of interference in the gov- 
ernment isthe object of their laws, while the 
intent of ours is to confer upon the people 
the largest liberty and the greatest personal 

rivileges consistent with the public welfare. 

t should not be forgotten, also, that universal 
suffrage does not exist in Australia and Great 
Britain, but the election systems there 
are based upon a restricted suffrage. 
That this difference of condition 
ls recognized by the friends ot 
the Australian system in this country 
is shown by the fact that the system in its 
entirety has not been adopted by any State In 
the Union. Several States with constitutions 
more friendly to it than our own have enacted 
what is called the Australian system, but only 
after material and vital modification. This 
adoption dy various States of different features 
of the system appears to have produced a 
confused impression in the public mind as to 
what the system really is. Before discussing, 
therefore, the advisability of its adoption in 
whole or in _— by our own State, I desire to 
remind the gisiature of its distinguishin 
features. My own opinion is that many o 
these are admirable, while others are decid- 
ediy objectionable, constitutionally and 
otherwise.’’ 

SECRET COMPARTMENTS FOR VOTERS. 

The Governor recommends the passage of 

a law which will provide for secret compart- 


| ments for the voter, and claims that this pro- 


vision slone would do much to prevent cor- 
ruption, and would secure the chief benefits 
of true electoral reform. In his opinion a 
general registration of electors throughout 
the whole State should be a part of the sya- 
tem. Onthesubject of unofficial ballots the 
Governor says: 

I recommend that provision be made for 
both official and unofficial ballots. Grave 
objections exist to an exclusively official bal- 
lot. Secrecy of voting can be compelled just 
as well without it, and no sufficient redson 
exists why it should be insisted upon. There 
is, however, no objection to candidates being 
nominated by petition as well as by part 
conventions; neither is there 
ous objection to having 
printed at public expense—to 
called ‘‘official ballots’’~and duly furnished. 
to the electors atthe polling places, thereby 
always insuring an abundance of ballots and 
enabling any person to become a candidate 
without expense to himself so far as the cost 
of ballots is concerned, but unofficial ballots 
Should be permitted also. The only two argu- 
ments worthy of notice in favor of the exclus- 
ive official ballot are these: 

1. To prevent a failure of ballots, it being 
claimed that candidates or workers some- 
times destroy or suppress the party ballots. 

2. Toremove the pretense or necessity of 
any assessments upon candidates for the ex- 
pense of printing ballots and of employment 
of workers to distribute them. 

These objects can be as well accomplished 
by official ballots which are not exclusive as 
they can by exclusive official ballots. 

UNCONSTITUTIONAL PROVISIONS. 

The Governor holds that it is unconetitu- 
tional to require an elector to vote for the 
candidate of his choice by making upon the 
exciusively official ballot a cross — ag the 
name of such candidate and prohibiting him 
from voting in any other manner. This pro- 
vision concededly disfranchises one entire 
class of electors, to-wit, those who are un- 
able to read and write. it establishes an ed- 
ucational qualification not authorized by the 
constitution. 

In the Governor’s opinion it is unconstitu- 
tional to require an elector to vote an exclu- 
sively official ballot containing the names of 
all the candidates nominated. He states that 
he has consulted several able jurists and that 
all ee with him on these points and in con- 
clusion he says:: Au exclusively official bal- 
tot, whether desirable or vicious, may, of 
course, be secured by an amendment. of the 

constitution, but until that has been accom- 
plished, it is submitted that is cannot be 
adopted in this state. 
who have essailed him as an ponent of 
1b reform’’ tn the following paseage: 

The cause of true reform is not promoted 

loud declamation or by unseemly protesta- 
tion of attachment on the part of its professed 
friends. Overzealousness mes suspicious 
in such cases and invites the conclusion that 
advantage or cheap reputation is 
object sought, rather than sin- 
cere anxiety for tne public weal. 
There is, unfortunately, more or less selfish- 
pees. intolerance, fanaticism, 
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The Governor pays his respects to those 


with universal suffrage and who 
would restrict it if they could; dooctrinaires, 
who, though never having passedaday at 
the polls, beileve themselves capable ot fram- 
ing a law which will correct all abuses, and 
demagogues who, having felt the popular 
pulse, seek the neg ear at every opportu- 
nity,and,parrot-like,repeat the ory for ‘ballot 
reform,’ with no appreciation of the difiicul- 
ties involved in its solution.’’ 

The Governor favors the ‘‘regulation of the 
liquor traffic by just and equitable excise laws 
rigidly enforeed.’’

TA OF GERMANY. 


The Imperial Patient Has a Relapse During 
the Night and Passes Away To-Day— 
Sketch of the Widow of Emperor William 
I.— Burning of the Bourse and Theater 
at Brussels. 


BERLIN, Jan. 7.—Ex-Empress Augusta, who 
is suffering from anattack of influenza, has 
had arelapse. Her respiration is difficult and 
her condition critical. 

THE EX- EMPRESS’ CONDITION ALARMING. 

At this hour, 2 p. m., the Emperor and Em- 
press and their two oldest sons, Crown Prince 
Wintam and-Prinee Frederick, and the Grand 
Duke and Grand Duchess of Baden, son-in- 
law and daughter, respectively, of the Dowa- 
ger Empress, are at her bedside, Count vou 
Moltke left her palace at noon. He was much 
affected at her alarming condition. A large 
crowd has assembled in Unter-den-Linden be- 
fore the palace and much sympathy is shown 
for the Empress. 

DEAD. 

The Dowager Empresas Augusta died at 4:30 

o’clock. 


When it is said of the Empress Augusta that 
she was the wife of Emperor I. of Germany 
and the mother of William II., her life story 
has been told.

Her grandsono, the 
present Emperor, was her favorite, and she 
ee had more influence over him than his 
mother.

SETTLED AT LAST. 


The Case of Dupont, Joy, Duniap and Oth- 
. ers Dismissed. 


OBICAGO, II., Jan. 7.—Judge Blodgett yes- 
terday decided the case of Henry Dupont and 
others, composing the Dupent Powder Co. of 
New York, vs. James Joy of Detroit. George 
Dunlap, Col. Ed Taylor, the estate of W. B. 
Ogden and Perry H. Smith were parties to the 
suit. The complainants are creditors of the 
Northern Illinois Coal & Iron Co., which 
failed in 1876, and at that time the claim 
amounted to $175,000. In 1866 Samuel J. Til- 
den of New York, W. B. Ogden of Chicago 
and J. F. Joy of Detroit heid stock amount- 
ing to $500,000, which they purchased from 
Ool, Taylor, who was then sident of the 
Coal Co. The bill was filed for the pur- 
pose of holding the defendants liable for the 
company’s debts. Irregularities are charged 
in the transfer of stock to President Taylor. 
It is said he secured $500,000 worth of stock by 
transferring tothe company land worth only 
3 As this was the only consideration 

or which the stock was issued, the stock was 

aid for, and therefore Ogden, 
Tilden, who purchased stock 
Col. Taylor, it is claimed, 
ought to make up the _ deficit. At 
the hearing the bill was dismissed as to all 
except Joy andthe Oxden beirs. Asto Mr. 
Tilden it was contended that the court had no 
urisaiction over the executors in New York 
tate. Judge Blodgett holds thatthe stock- 
holders purchased the stock in good faith. 
Col. Taylor wus not guilty of fraud and there 
was no evidence to show that Joy and Ogden 
had any knowledge of fraud. They were bona 
fide purchasers, The company had accepted 
Tavier’s land in full payment of stock and no 
proof was offered against him. The bill was

Orders Regulating the Entry of Vessels at 
the Port of New York.

New YORK, Jan. 7.—The Custom-house 
authorities here desire that masters, owners 
or authorized agents of vessels entering at 
this port shall take notice of the following 


* extract from a circular issued by the Treasury 


Department under date of December 23, 1889: 

‘*Until further orders, no vessel shall be 
admitted to entry by any ~officer of 
the ‘custome until the master, owner or 
authorized agent of the vessel shall 
produce a certificate from the Health Officer 
or Quarantine Officer at the port of entry or 
nearest United States Quarantine Officer that 
no person affected with leprosy is on board 
the said vessel when admitted to free pra- 
tique, or, in casealeper is found un board 
such vessel that he or she, with their baggage, 
has been removed from the vessel and de- 
tained at the quarantine station.’’ 

The production of the usual quarantine 
certificate will be considered acompliance 
with the foregoing order.

MEASUREMENTS TAKEN FOR BOATS FOR 
YALE AND HARVARD. 


The Yacht Volunteer to Be Prepared for 
Racing — Ex Amateur Middlewright 
Champien Boxer Oahill to Be Given a 
Trial — Result of Yesterday’s Rae 
Sporting News of All Kinds, 


By Telegraph to the PosT- DISPATCH. 
Boston, Mass., Jan. 7. 
R. WATERS of Troy, the 
famous maker of paper 
boats for college crews, 
has bad a representative 
here measuring a fast 
boat from Which to build 
new shells for both the 
Harvard and Yale crews 
this year. The mission 
7 of the boat builder was 
to get the lines of the 
eight-oared cedar shell 
wy, owned by President Bar - 
Wiry of the New England 
Amateur Rowing Asso- 
ciation and said to be the 
fastest elght - oared racing 
shell ever seen in Ameri- 
ca. Itis the boat which 
was built at a cost of §1,200 by a 
famous En glish boat-maker for the 
Harvard crew of 1887, and was purchased 
last year dy Mr. Barry, so that it 
could be rowed by the City Point eight-oared 
crew at Worcester. Harvard’s only reason 
for selling it was because it was too light fora 
crew with an average weight of over 160 
pounds if rowed in as rough water as that 
generally had at New London. In a trial on 
the Charles river, under a well-known profes- 
sional coach, the Harvard University crew of 
1887 found the boat to be about 10 seconds 
faster in each mile than any boat in 
the possession of the Harvard Boat Olub, 
and since that time no boat has been found its 
equal for speed. To-day the gentleman repre- 
senting Waters spent three hours on the 
dimensions of the boat, and itis quite likely 
that when he returns Troy a model like it 
will be cast for making a paper boat for both 
Harvard and Tale this year. Anew model for 
a paper shell costs about $1,000, but tne paper 
beat is afterward turned out for a great deal 
less cost, and sold for about $400.

Ex-Champion Cahill’s Trial. 


At the recent meeting of the Board of 
Managers of the Amateur Athietic Union at 
the Astor House, says the New York Sun, Mr. 
Reagan, President of the Scottish-American 
Athletic Club, appeared before the board re- 


questing a trial for Pat Cahill, the ex- middle 
weight amateur champion, whose entry had 
been rejected by the Boxing and Wrestling 
Committee at the last championship meeting. 
The board decided to accede to Mr. Reagan’s 
request, and President McMillan appointed 
the same committee that had rejected Cahill’s 
entry as an investizating committee to 
examine his amateur standing. 

The committee met last night in the Sporting 
Times office, and after some discussion de- 
cided to try Cahill on a charge of profession- 
alism on Thursday evening, February 6, at 7 
o’clock, the trial to take place at the Astor 
House. 

The trial will excite great interest and some 
sensational developments are expected. 
Cahill has been on trial before, but the 
committee returned with the Scotch verdict, 
Not proven. 

While the committee were in session the 
mailbrought the resignation of Mr. B. C. 
Williams of the New York Athletic Club, one 
ofthe members of the committee. While the 
resignation was somewhat of a surprise, it 
was not wholly unexpected, as the 
committee expected some move on 
the part of Mr. Williams that would 
absolve him of the unpleasant duty of 
either trying Cahill or testifying against him. 
Williams was relied upon as the mainstay of 
the prosecution two years ago when Cahill 
was tried, but positively refused to appear 
before the investigating committee, and it is 
probable that the rresent committee will ex- 
perience the same difficulty regarding Mr. 
Williams’ appearance. It is reported that the 
evidence in Mr. Williams’ possession is suff 
cient to convict Cabill of professionalism. 

As Cahill is now specifically on trial, he is 
deprived of his amateur standing until the re- 
sultofthe trial is reached, It it extremely 
probable that the verdict of the present com- 
mittee will be the same as thatof its pred- 
ecessor.

A NOVEL CASE, 


Wealthy Philadelphians Indulge in a Costly 
Fox Chase,

PHILADELPHIA, Pay, Jan. 7.—About a month 
ago the Woman's Branch of the Society for 
Prevention of Oruelty to Animals, of which 
Mrs. Richard P. White, the wife of an emi- 
nent criminal lawyer, is President, received a 
complaint that the Radnor Hunt, an organiza- 
tion composed of many of the richest and 
most fashionable Philadelphians and a few 
wealthy gentleman farmers, were guilty of 


crueity to a fox which they had used 
t a hunt held on the 23d 
of last November. The informant stated 
that the fox had been held in confinement for 
several months before the meet, and had been 
part ally domesticated, so that when it was 
liberated it refused to run and was kicked and 
Deaten by the servants of the club. The 
society Immediately made an investigation 
and found thata bagged fox had been used, 
and they decided to prosecute the ciub on the 
ground thatatame animal had been chased 
by hounde and killed with unwarrantable 
cruelty. The agent of the society obtained 
warrants on the 2th of last December, 
for the arrest of John Delaney and John 
Matthews, two men in the empluy of 
the club, who had kicked and beaten it when 
they liberated it at the meet. The men were 
arrested and hada hearing yesterday morn- 
ing. The interest in the affair was so great 
that the squire’s office was not large enough 
to hold the crowd who came to the hearing 
so the proceedings were held in Odd Fellows’ 
Hall, wo servants were the only persons 
who could be found to testify against the em- 
ployere of the aristocratic club, but the squire 
fined Delaney and Matthews $20 each. The 
members of the club are indignant and say 
they will take the case to the Supreme Court 
if necessary.
